Herbert  T.  Bond  was  born  in  Detroit,  Mich,  but  iroved  back  to  Mass, 

at  an  early  age.  He  went  to  school  in  Groton,  Mass,  and  Bristol,  N.H. 
where  he  played  on  the  base-ball  teas  and  is  still  remembered.  The  fam¬ 
ily  roved  to  Stoughton,  Msb?.  and  he  graduated  f res  High  School  there. 

The  family  then  roved  to  Hudson,  Mass!  and  he  went  to  work  in  his  fath¬ 
er's  paper  box  factory,  learning  the  business  fror  the  bottom  up.  Ho  be¬ 
came  known  in  the  business  and  In  1897  he  was  asked  to  go  to  Augusta,  Me. 
to  build  up  a  paper  box  business  there  that  was  in  trouble.  While  there, 
he  and  his  wife  lived  in  the  best  suite  at  the  Augusta  House  and  were  a 
very  popular  couple.  In  1901  they  returned  to  Hudson,  Mass,  eo  that  their 
first  child  would  be  born  there.  Herbert's  father  had  opened  a  box  fac¬ 
tory  in  Roxbury,  Mass,  and  he  went  to  work  there  and  trained  his  brother 
Howard  in  the  business.  Herbert  was  an  excellent  salesman  and  landed  a  big 
aocount,  for  which  he  took  full  credit.  That  led  to  unplesentness  with  his 
father,  who  sold  out  to  Herbert  and  iroved  to  Somerville,  Mass,  leaving 
Herbert  end  Howard  at  the  factory  in  Roxbury.  Early  in  1902  Herbert  mov¬ 
ed  to  Somerville,  Mass,  and  in  the  spring  of  1905  moved  his  family  to 
Winchester,  Mass,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  In  1909  he  gave 
up  his  box  business  and  went  with  the  Carr  Fastener  Co.  as  vice  president 
and  manager  of  sales.  In  1919  he  had  a  disagreement  with  Mr.  Carr,  and  de¬ 
cided  to  retire  as  he  had  a  comfortable  income.  That  same  year  he  was 
talked  into  buying  oil  stocks  against  his  better  Judgement.  The  deal  turn¬ 
ed  out  to  be  crooked  and  he  lost  much  of  his  money.  The  crash  of  192Q 
took  the  rest  of  his  income,  and  In  1930  he  studied  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness  and  became  a  top  salesman  for  Sun  Life  of  Canada  for  the  next  three 
years.  He  stayed  with  that  company  and  other  insurance  companies  until 
his  death  in  1944. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Calumet  Club  in  Winchester  where  he  won  numer¬ 
ous  trophies  for  bowling.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Winchester  Country 
Club  where  he  won  the  president's  cup.  He  had  a  handicap  of  3  in  the 
Maes.  Golf  Assoc,  and  was  a  fine  athelete  in  every  sport.  He  was  5'  ll£" 
tall  and  weighed  240  lbs.  as  long  as  I  knew  him,  but  he  was  not  fat,  his 
weight  being  largely  muscle.  He  had  brown  eyes  and  dark  brown  curly  hair, 
which  turned  gray  very  early.  He  was  a  generous  and  huxoroua  father  and 
the  idol  of  his  small  daughter.

Charles  G.M.  Bond  went  to  school  In  Petersham,  Mass,  and  then  went  to 
Detroit,  Mich,  where  he  worked  for  Pingree  &  Sclth,  hoot  end  shoe  factory 
as  he8d  book-keeper.  Ke  was  very  successful  and  becaire  a  neither  of  the 
firm,  but  In  1887  his  eye-sight  began  to  fall  and  hla  wife  urged  hla  to 
return  to  Mass.  He  rcoved  to  Groton,  where  he  bought  a  snail  fare  and  rais¬ 
ed  chickens,  but  didn't  like  fanring  and  after  two  years  he  noved  to  Whit© 
nan.  Mass,  where  he  opened  a  paper  box  factory,  and  retrained  for  six  nonths. 
Mr.  PlBgree  bececc  Governor  of  the  state  of  Mich,  and  sent  for  Charles 
Bond  to  go  to  Jackson,  Klch.  to  help  a  friend  who  had  a  fertilizer  busi¬ 
ness  on  Its  last  legs.  It  was  too  late  to  save  the  business,  which  fail¬ 
ed  in  seven  nonths.  Charles  Bond  then  coved  his  faclly  to  Bristol,  N.H. 
where  he  went  into  partnership  with  his  wife's  Uncle  Cyrus  Taylor.  The 
two  cen  couldn't  agree  and  after  a  year  he  left.  Hla  wife  gave  hla  a 
$25,000.  inheritance  of  hers,  to  open  a  paper  box  factory  in  Stoughton, 

Mass.  After  two  years  he  left  there  and  coved  to  Hudson,  Mass,  where  he 
started  a  paper  box  business,  and  built  a  house  for  his  faiily.  Ho  scon 
left  that  factory  In  charge  of  his  son-in-law,  Harry  Koore,  and  opened  an¬ 
other  factory  In  Roxbury,  Mass.  After  a  disagrecent  with  his  son  Herbert, 
he  sold  out  to  hie,  and  opened  another  paper  box  factory  In  East  Cambridge 
Mass.  He  took  his  sons  Alfred  and  Harold  into  the  business,  which  they 
eventually  turned  into  the  &  Consolidated  Paper  Bpx  Co,  of  Sonerville, 

Mass.  He  retired  in  1920  and  spent  winters  at  the  Mission  Inn  at  River¬ 
side,  Calif,  with  his  third  wife,  Mary,  and  he  died  there  1922.  He  was 
over  six  feet  tall,  thin,  brown  eyes  and  dark  brown  hair.  6'  2".

I  have  spent  years  trying  to  trace  this  line  and  I  suspect  that  the 
family  records  have  been  lost  In  the  Boston  fire.  The  History  of  Bill¬ 
erica  says  that  Oliver  Gragg  end  Alice  Dltson  had  ten  children,  so  one 
cust  be  missing  from  cy  list.  The  death  certificate  of  Harriet  A.  Gragg 
Taylor  in  New  Hampshire  says  only  that  she  was  born  in  3oston,  1823. 
After  exhausing  every  other  avenue  of  information,  I  talked  with  my  Aunt 
Gertrude  3ond  Moore  and  we  finally  figured  out  the  line.  We  knew  that  ny 
baby  brother,  Herbert  T.  Bond  Jr.  was  buried  in  the  "family  vault"of  the 
Graggs  in  Kt.  Auburn  Cemetery  in  Cambridge,  so  that  cust  be  our  Gragg 
family.  Also,  .lust  before  cy  grandmother  Bond  died,  a  cousin  of  hers 
named  Mrs.  Caroline  Barnard  died,  7/30/1908.  She  left  a  strange  will, 
forgetting  her  first  cousins  and  cy  grandfather  3ond  offered  to  contest 
thr  will  and  pay  all  the  expenses  if  he  lost,  but  if  he  won,  the  couins 
were  to  share  the  expenses  of  the  court  costa.  He  proved  that  Carrie  Bar 
nard  didn't  know  how  cuch  coney  she  had  to  leave,  and  each  of  the  remain 
lng  first  cousins  collected  <5^*0,000. 

These  first  cousins  of  cy  grandmother  were  Hattie  and  Laura  Danforth 
end  a  Mrs.  Whiting.  I  then  went  through  the  records  at  the  State  House 
in  Boston  and  found  that  the  cother  of  Caroline  Matilda  Foster  3arnard 
was  Caroline  Gragg  who  carried  James  Foster.  The  cother  of  Laura  and 
Hattie  Danforth  was  Cordelia  R.  Gragg  who  carried  Samuel  A.  Danforth. 

The  parents  of  both  Caroline  and  Cordelia  Gragg  were  Oliver  Grac-g  and 
Alice  Ditson  Gragg.  Therefor  the  cother  of  Harriet  Amanda  Gragg  cost 
also  have  been  Oliver  and  Alice  Ditson  Gragg.  Hence  this  genealogy.

According  to  the  History  of  Wyndhau  N.H.,  the  story  of  the  Gragg- 
Gregg  faclly  as  told  by  David  Gregg,  a  descendant,  is  ao  follows:  A  for- 
aer  David  Gregg  was  born  in  Argyleshire,  Scotland  and  was  a  captain  In 
Oliver  Crocwell's  Arccy  In  1655*  He  was  one  of  the  20.000.  Protestants  that 
went  froir  England  and  Scotland  to  northern  Ireland.  He  had  large  land 
holdings  there  and  one  of  his  servants  was  a  young  Catholic  boy.  In  1689 
In  the  tine  of  Jaces  I,  a  French  any  landed  in  Ireland  and  this  boy 
guided  40  soldiers  to  the  hone  of  his  caster.  They  robbed  the  hone  of 
300  pounds  sterling  in  gold,  curdered  Capt.  David  Gregg  and  his  wife. 

His  son  Jerres  ran  to  the  stables  to  get  a  horse  and  escape  but  was  cut 
down  by  the  soldiers.  Fortuneately  the  wife  and  sons  of  Janes  were  away 
on  a  visit  and  so  were  spared.  When  these  four  sons  orew  up.  they  eaigrat- 
ed  to  Acerlca  in  1712  end  landed  In  Boston.  Hass.  John  went  to  South  Car¬ 
olina,  Andrew  went  to  Philadelphia,  David  went  to  Wyndhas.  N.H.  and  Saa- 
uel  soon  settled  in  Groton,  Mass,  and  changed  the  spelling  of  his  naae 
to  Gragg. 

The  Graggs  are  said  to  be  of  the  clan  McGregor.
